fvom there on we drove east throu- 
eh fowa and Illinois, and arrived in 
Chicago Sunday afternoon 
spent a couple hours looking 
town over. and had lunch, 
drove as far as Elkhart, 
we spent toe night. 

We arrived at Detroit early the next 
afternoon, and after driving uround 
for some time we finally found a suit 
able place to spend a few days. Mak 
ing Detroit. our headquarters. we went 
over to Windsor and spent half a day 
taking in the Canadian plant ot the 
Ford Motor Co, We also spent prac 
tically one day in River Rouge Plant 
at Dearborn, which is a wonderfui 
sight. In this one plant they had at 
that time seventy thousand men = on 
the payroll, and were turning out ap- 
proximately fifty-five hundred cars 
per day. 

From there we went to Greenfield 
Village, which is on the outskirts of 
Detroit, and is a small village built at 
an enormous cost by Mr. Ford to dis 
play all the old historical places, ( ars 
are not permitted in Greenfield Vil- 
lage, but you are driven trom building 
to building in one of the old style cabs 
drawn by a lovely team of horses, and 
while it would be impossible for us to 
tell you all about the wonderful things 
we saw in this place, we would like to 
mention a few of them. 

The first is the old court house 
Abraham Lincoln started 
and in this building 
the chair (in a glass cause) in whieh 
Lincoln was sitting 
sassinated, and the blood stains are 
still quite discernable on the cushions, 
The fire place was lit in 1929 by Thos 
A. Edison, and this fire has been burn- 
ing continually since that time. The 
next building we came to was the old 
Jaboratory in which Mr, Edison dis- 
covered the electric light. All his equ- 
ipment and material is there just as it 
was on the day he made the great dis- 
covery, and to give you an idea of 
the pains taken in making these plac- 
es look as natural as possible, Mr. 
Ford has even gone __ to the great ex- 
pense of bringinng the soil and the 
trees surrounding these buildings in 
their original location upto Green- 
field Village, and putting them just as 
they stood in their original locations. 
He has even gone so far us to move up 
the old boarding house that Mr. Edis- 
on and his staff lived in, also the old 
style street lights. The next building, 
which we entered, was an exception- 
ally large one With a wonderful teak 
wood floor, which is guaranteed for 
five hundred years, In this building 
he has practically every old style 
piece of farm machinery that was 
used, and even the train, ,comprising 
the engine and three or four coaches, 
on which Thos Edison acted as a news 
boy in his younger days. While work- 
inng on this train as a newsie, Mr. Ed 
ison was experimentinng in the bag- 
gage car with some of his electrical 
equipment, and accidently set the bag- 
gage car on fire. The train was bro- 
ught toa stop at what is known as 
Smith Creek station where he was 
thrown off, and to commemorate this 
event Mr. Ford has gone to the expen- 
se of moving the Smith Creek stat- 
ion up to Greenfield Village where it 
now stands in its natural location

ways in Kentucky owing to a (Crey- 
hound bus being stuck in a snow 
drift. We did not really get out of the 
snow until we arrived at Chattanooga, 
Tenn., but from there on down 
through Georgia, the weather wis 
lovely and the roads exceptionally 
good. 

We crossed the old Swanee’ River 
in Northern Florida, and spent our 
first night in Florida at ‘Tampa, 


which is a very nice city but more of 


a commercial center than a tourists 


resort. We then drove south to Fort 
Myers where Harvey S. Firestone 
and Henry Ford have their winter 
homes, 


Crossing the southern end ol the 
State of Florida from Fort Myers to 
Miami, a distance of approximately 
two hundred miles, there is a very 
low swampy country which they call 
the Kverglades, and practically the 
only inhabitants living on the Ever- 
glades are the Semiiole Indians, who 
make a living by trapping and catch- 
ing alligators ,ete.

During our thirty days stay in

Jn fact they run a train right from 
New York to Miami every day, and 


one day this train came in in twelve 
sections, This is a beautiful city with 
a wonderful climate (during the win- 
ter.) In facet there was not a day dur- 
ing our entire stay but it was quite 
warm enough to enjoy a swim. They 
have plenty of beautiful golf courses 


and also what is claimed to be the 
most beautiful horse track in the! 
world, which is known’ as Hileah 


Park. Four big dog tracks 
there seven nights a week during the 
winter season. ‘There are numerous 
bouts that leave every day on deep 
sea lishing trips, whieh we found to 
be most thrilling, and we had the op- 


portunity of seeing several sharks 
and porpoises on these trips. 
Before leaving Miami we drove 


one hundred miles south down to the 
end of the Key Islands which is 
far as a car can go, and where 
saw the results of the big tidal wave 
Which occurred last September, and 
which killed considerably over one 
thousand people. It was on this trip 
that we stopped in an orange grove 
and four of us picked one hundred 
and eighty oranges right off the trees 
for $2.00, which is slightly cheaper 
than inn Strathmore. 

Another very interesting sight 
to go down nto the Pan-American 
Sea Plane Base, which is approxim- 
utely tive miles from the center olf 
Miami, and see the planes come in. 
avery evening from four to six 
o'clock there are five large sea planes 
land at this base; one from Nassau.
